Built to Olympic specifications, 
the new tank will be the largest 
in the southland, except Los An- 
geles. Black lanes for swimming 
meets have been inlayed with tile 
on the bottom. Green tile scum- 
gutters add to the color scheme. 
At the deep end the water will be 
15 feet deep, while the shallow end 
rises to two feet. High and low 
diving platforms, and a special 
springboard are part of the equip-

Something of the manner in 


which crippled children are taken 
care of in California was told Up- 
land Rotarians today noon at their 
|meeting at the Upland Inn. The 
{Speaker was Fred Feighner, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the California 
Society for Crippled Children, 
which organization was originated 
and is sponsored by the Rotary 
club in this state and is now also 
| part of the work of Rotary Inter- 
| national throughout the world. So 
ideal has been the method in this 
state for handling work among 
crippled children that it was re- 
, garded as the ideal setup for the 
federal security plan when the 
work was organized nationally, the 
Rotary club having been instru- 


mental in getting the law passed. 
Mr. Feighner told how the work 


has been perfected and developed 
until it is now compulsory that 
each county in the state take care 


of its own crippled children. Twen- 
ty-three counties in California now 
have hospitals specially for this 
altruistic project and these needy 
cripples are now taken care of ef- 
ficiently for much less expense 
than formerly. 

One of the major activities of 
Rotary is helping underprivileged 
children and many thousands of 
dollars have been spent by the or- 
ganization in that altruistic work. 
Each year the Upland club appro- 
priates a considerable amount of 
its funds for that purpose, the 
money being spent mostly on local 
underprivileged youngsters,
